The dust hasn’t even settled on the latest same-sex marriage vote in the House 
of Commons (and while were on the subject, isn’t it amazing just how much more 
common that place has become since “Canada’s new government” took power) 
and already opponents of equal marriages for all are starting to scream that said 
vote was rigged and therefore means absolutely nothing. 


They have arrived at that conclusion, it seems, because members of the Block 
and NDP caucuses were “whipped” into voting along party lines, as opposed to 
following their individual consciences. 


This apparently renders the vote null and void to people who are “whipped” 
on a regular basis, either by Papal fiat or by some other saintly type who claims 
to have a hotline to God. 


The lesson here is that, while in the real world, “no’ still means “no,” in the 
world of the religious right (as in the world of separatists) “no” simply means 
“it’s time to start agitating for another vote until we get things our way”. 


But that’s not the only lesson to come out of this vote. In fact there is a whole 
truckload of nuggets of wisdom here for students of the history of civil liberties, 
nuggets that we will outline herewith. 


Nugget One: For a party that has long prided itself on inclusiveness while 
very proudly labeling itself the party of the charter, the federal Liberal party 
continues a long and not terribly flattering tradition of dithering on the whole 
issue of same-sex equality. 


Jean Chrétien, you might remember, tossed it off to Paul Martin like so much 
dirty laundry, which is precisely how Martin continued to handle it once he 
assumed the mantle of leadership. 


Instead of proudly embracing the issue, “Mr. Dithers” treated it like some sort | 


of bitter pill he had to swallow, even going so far as citing his history as an altar 
boy in his attempts to pull a Pontius Pilate hand job and cast the Charter as the 
devil that was making him do it. 


Mere hours after his election as head of the Liberal Party, Stéphane Dion 
continued in the noble tradition of Messrs. Chrétien and Martin, refusing to whip 
Liberal Members of Parliament when the vote was called and instead allowing 
them to “vote their conscience”. 


That may have kept him from stepping on any toes, but this is, after all, a matter 
of human rights—and it is a tough thing indeed to respect a party that leaves 
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human rights to the individual consciences of its members. Just what do Liberals 
stand for, inquiring minds might well ask. 


Oh well, if the time ever comes that the Liberals try to claim any sort of credit 
for extending the right to marry to the gay and lesbian community—and it is, 
after all, something that is being emulated in more and more countries around 
the world—they are going to have to try to bury the memory of these three wise 
guys before they do it. 


Nugget Two: While many Canadians see this as merely a gay issue, it is, in 
reality, far bigger than that. 


In kowtowing to the right-wing extremists in his party, Stephen Harper did far, 
far more than merely live up to one of his election promises—the one that had 
nothing whatsoever to do with income trusts, which is, of course,a whole other 
matter. 


In tabling this ill-conceived piece of legislative bigotry and giving MPs the option 
of turning the clock back on the rights of Canadian gays and lesbians, Harper 
became the first Prime Minister since wartime to attempt to strip rights from a 
minority. 

Now, that’s an accomplishment, particularly when it is tied in with the gutting 
of women’s programs and child-care plans—an accomplishment that every 
thinking Canadian is duty-bound to remember, it seems to me, if for no other 
reason that Harper should be reminded of it in perpetuity and there’s bound to 
be an election soon. 


Surely, every Prime Minister hungers to have a place in the history books—and 
for Harper to have earned his so early in what might well prove to be a brief 
mandate says volumes about the man. 


All of it bad. 


Nugget Three: While members of the gay community can quite rightly 
celebrate the fact that Harper’s legions were slapped down by an even greater 
majority than the one that carried the vote legalizing our marriages across the 
land, every thinking Canadian should be alarmed by the 125 members of parlia- 
ment who voted to re-open the issue. 


These people have managed to get themselves elected to the senior parliament 
of our confederation and they’ve done it without even the faintest grasp of such 
simple notions as the protection of the rights of a minority in rule by majority, or 
the importance of the charter of rights and freedoms in the framework of the 
Canadian nation. 


While we've long suspected that any idiot could get themselves elected to 
Parliament, we certainly didn’t think there’d be quite that many of‘em. W

There is much to look 
forward to in Canada’s GLBT community now that 
Stephen Harper has declared the same-sex marriage 
issue is resolved and his government has no intention to 
revisit this legislation in the future. 


Looking back to our last issue of 2006, it came to our 
attention that many readers are not familiar with a project called (PRODUCT) 
RED of which was made mention in Josh Murray’s column Christmas Shopping 
for Dummies. In light of the importance of this project and the potential for a 
Canadian launch this year we thought it worthy of a little follow-up explanation. 


Overall, (PRODUCT) RED engages businesses in the fight against AIDS. (RED) 
is a brand created by corporations inviting consumers to purchase this particular 
product where up to fifty percent of profits from this merchandise will be 
donated to the Global Fund to invest in African AIDS programs with a focus on 
the health of women and children. 


The project launched in the United Kingdom on March |, 2006 and in the 
United States on October 13, 2006. Launch partners in both countries included 
Converse, the Gap, Giorgio Armani and Motorola. Additionally in the United 
Kingdom, American Express participated. Apple and MTV Networks also joined 
the cause in the United States. 


The high profile co-founders of (PRODUCT) RED are both well known for 
their championing of human rights causes and their dedication to the world AIDS 
pandemic. Bono (of U2 fame) has been using his celebrity status and influence to 
draw attention to extreme poverty in Africa and the AIDS problems since the 
Live Aid concert in 1986.As the co-founder of this new project, Bono is hoping 
to provide much needed funds for AIDS sufferers in Africa. The other co-founder 
is Bobby Shriver, chairman of DATA (Debt, AIDS, Trade, Africa) and founder of 
Special Olympic Productions, which has raised more than sixty million dollars to 
support Special Olympic organisations worldwide. Following their successful joint 
venture for the creation of DATA in 2002 which leveraged public sector funding, 
they decided next to involve private sector funding in the fight against AIDS in 
Africa. Together their expertise and worldwide connections have ensured a 
successful launch of (PRODUCT) RED in 2006 with plans for expansion to be 
announced this year. 


It was decided that RED would be the branding for these special consumer 
products as it is the colour recognised for emergency and also the colour of 
blood which is one of the ways HIV enters the system. 


The beneficiary of these monies raised is The Global Fund to Fight AIDS, 
Tuberculosis and Malaria (GFATM) which is a unique, well-established global 
public-private partnership dedicated to attracting and disbursing resources to 
prevent and treat these three diseases. To date the GFATM has committed 
US$1.4 billion to HIV/AIDS programs in sub-Saharan Africa. These programs have 
already provided life-extending antiretroviral medications to 270,000 people 
living with AIDS and reached millions more with effective messages and tools to 
prevent future HIV infections. Over a half-million orphans have been reached with 
food, care and education. Overall the GFATM has committed US$4.6 billion to 
385 programs in 131 countries worldwide. 


In the early stages of (PRODUCT) RED several substantial sums of money 
were raised and disbursed by GFATM. In May 2006 $1.25 million flowed to 
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Rwanda, in September $4 million went 
to Swaziland and $5 million to Rwanda 
as a follow-up donation. More donation 
announcements are expected early this 
year following the recent holiday 
consumer spending on RED products. 


“As consumers we have tremen- 
dous power and what we collectively 
choose to buy, or not to buy, can 
change the course of life and history 
of this planet” is the manifesto for 
(PRODUCT) RED. So far co-founders 
Bono and Shriver must be proud of 
their early achievements and the 
support already received from the 
private sector businesses in the U.S. 
and the U.K. The consumer reaction 
can only be described as phenomenal. 


This power of purchase has already 
been demonstrated in 2006 with 
several RED products’ sales exceeding 
expectations. The Gap (PRODUCT) 
RED INSPI(RED) T-shirt was the best 
selling item across. the entire Gap 
brand for the month of October 2006. 
It certainly helped when Oprah 
Winfrey wore this RED product on 
her October |3th 2006 show. The 
Motorola RED RAZR through limited 
distribution in Chicago in October 
2006 sold at more than twenty times 
the average rate of RAZRs sold 
through United States cellular 
channels. The Apple iPod nano 
(PRODUCT) RED Special Edition has 
been a huge hit with ten dollars from 
each iPod sold being donated to the 
Global Fund. 


Hopefully, this new year will herald 
the announcement that Canadian 
businesses have joined the cause and 
we can make our discretionary 
purchases in support of this battle 
against AIDS. For the time being we 
will have to settle with online 
purchases made on Amazon.com and 
Ebay.com where RED products are 
highlighted. 


We hope this short explanation 
helps those who were mystified by our 
December reference to (PRODUCT) 
RED and we hope it will inspire some 
future shopping trends for our 
readers.

Openly gay playwright Michel Tremblay has been known as one of Québec’s— 
and Canada’s—most prolific writers. His plays have been translated from French 
into many different languages and have been staged to make the characters more 
relevant locally. One production of the play Hosanna (written in 1973) transposes 
the main drag-queen character Hosanna and her lover Cuirette, who speak in a 
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What do singer Céline Dion, playwright 
Michel Tremblay, the movie C.R.A.Z.Y., 
and drag queen Mado all have in 
common? They have all contributed to 
and advanced gay culture in Québec. The 
appearance and visibility of gay charac- 
ters in modern Québec culture has 
been around for decades and openly gay 
artists perform regularly to sold-out 


Céline Dion became a gay icon in 
Québec prior to her international 
success when, in 1991, she sang a song 
written in 1978 by Luc Plamondon. The 
song is a soft ballad of a young woman 
who falls hopelessly in love with a young 
man by the name of “Ziggy”. The lyrics 
speak of “He’s a boy like no other, but | 
love him, it’s not my fault, even if | know, 
that he will never love me... Yes, | know, ast pes as sae 
he likes boys, Ish should reason myself, trying to forget him... but Ziggy”. The video=™ s 
portrays a young gay man having fun discovering his youth and sexuality and —

working class French dialect called “joual”, from Montréal to Scotland—speaking 
English in the form a Scottish dialect. It was a natural fit, as some of Tremblay’s’ 
nationalistic overtones of Québec and Canada can easily be superimposed on the 
relationship of Scotland and Great Britain. Gay characters have been featured 
prominently in many of his early works as well as some of his later contributions. 


Another openly gay Québec playwright, Michel Marc Bouchard has penned 
some twenty-five works and is perhaps better known for having written the play 
Lilies, that in 1996 was transformed into a movie directed by John Greyson and 
starred Brent Carver. Interestingly enough, an English playwright by the name of 
Steve Galluccio wrote a very funny play called Mambo Italiano, about a second- 
generation new Canadian man of Italian decent coming out in Montréal. The play 
was actually translated and was produced first in French in 2000, then produced 
in English in 2001, to wide acclaim. Mambo Italiano has become the biggest and 
most popular box office successes of an English-language play in English in 
Quebec. In 2003; ae play was brought to the big screen in a film adaptation. 


The most recent gay- 
themed film from Québec 
was released in 2005 
titled “C.RA.Z.Y”. The 
film follows a young man 
growing up in Montréal 
during the 1970s dealing 
with the coming out 
process. He is surrounded 
with supportive—yet 
troubled—parents who 
are excising their own 
demons. This film was so 
popular that it was 
considered for Canada’s 
Oscar nomination for 
best foreign film. 


Rufus Wainwright, the 
openly gay singer/song 
writer, was born in the 
States but grew up most 
of his life in Montréal. The 
son of Kate McGarrigle— 
of the McGarrigle Sisters— 
has been _ performing 
since the age of thirteen. 
Since coming out in 1999, 


Wainwright has been 
writing and singing about 
living his life in the 


spotlight as a gay man. He 
was raped at the age of 
fourteen, and remained 
celibate for seven years— 
for fear he had contracted HIV. He has also gone public with his battles with 
crystal meth addiction. When he returns to Québec to perform, he is hailed as a 
returning son of the province—especially by the French entertainment media— 
and performs some of his songs in fluent French. 


(There are many examples of gay characters featured on TV Cover Girl, 
produced for Radio Canada in 2005, which was unique amongst TV programs 
because it had many gay characters.) It comically chronicled the lives of drag 
queens in Montréal. While it lasted for only one season, the show was a break- 
through for commercial television by featuring mostly gay characters. 


Comedy and drag go hand in hand with Mado. The featured performer at 
Cabaret Mado, Mado has been a fixture in the village, entertaining audiences from 
all walks of life for years. An accomplished singer in his own right, one of the 
more popular nights at the Cabaret is “Mado chante Abba”—Mado sings Abba. 
This is an excellent show that features ABBA songs sung in English, French and 
even Spanish. 


Stand-up comics are represented by Robert Keller,a gay Anglo Montréaler who 
has taken New York by storm. He has been featured in the Québec entertainment 
media as one of our own doing great abroad. The opening quote on Robert's 
website is, “Bringing laughter and joy to the world, one Céline Dion joke at a 
time”, featuring the comedy of his roots. 


These artists and entertainers are only a small cross-section of the Québec 
GLBT community that are contributing to our own culture and to the cultural 
community of the world. W

However, did you know that at this time of year there are more gym 
memberships sold than at any other time of the year. As well, a recent study 
comparing New Year’s resolutions and fitness showed thirty-eight per cent of 
respondents wanted to lose weight while fifty per cent promised to exercise 
more and fifty-five per cent promised they would eat healthier. However, only 
twenty per cent of people actually kept their resolutions. For those who did keep 
their resolutions and actually made it into the gym, the average person didn’t 
manage to maintain their ideal routine for more than three to six weeks.

FUN 

A big reason people quit their routine is that they become bored or burned- 
out. Build variety into your workout and plan to change your routine by mixing 
it up and modifying it every few weeks.

White sandy beaches and a calm, clear-blue ocean, skirt the Gulf of Mexico in 
Florida’s Suncoast region. The west coast cities of Tampa and St. Petersburg are 
year-round destinations perfectly suited for those who love the ocean and all 
that is associated with seaside holidays. 


Time stands still when you bathe in the glow of a Suncoast sunset while 
enjoying a seafood dinner at Hurricane’s beach restaurant. It feels as though 
nowhere else in the world exists at that moment. The sugary white sand spit 
known as Pass-a-Grille Beach is renowned for postcard sunsets, which bankrupt 
the English language. It also happens to be one of the five gay beaches in this 
region. An evening spent here will be the experience of a lifetime and a true 
photo opportunity to make everyone immensely jealous back home in the chilly 
north. This national historic district is the oldest resort destination on the west 
coast of Florida. 


Not surprisingly, the largest gay resort on Florida’s west coast is located in 
St. Petersburg, just minutes from the Suncoast beaches. 


With one hundred and twenty rooms and suites, the Suncoast resort complex 
includes white sand volleyball courts, a heated pool, four bars, tennis courts, the 
Flamingo Restaurant and more. This is the exclusively gay accommodation for a 
relaxing stay in the Suncoast region and all that it has to offer for surfside leisure 
and nighttime fun.

Entering the 
Azalea Lounge is like stepping 
through a time portal into a 
swanky modern hideaway special- 
ising in big, strong cocktails. 


Back in St. Petersburg there is no gay village, but there is a concentration of 
gay establishments in the downtown core and smaller neighbourhood bars 
around the city. Worth a visit is Georgie’s Alibi owned and operated by the same 
people who run the Wilton Manners/Fort Lauderdale hotspot of the same 
name. Grand Central Station and The Platform offer the choice between a 
neighbourhood pub atmosphere in Grand Central or Levi, leather and uniform 
in The Platform. There’s a very cruisy atmosphere and a secluded courtyard at 
the back of the building that houses both bars. 


From gay beaches to restaurants and bars, this region has everything to satisfy 
the gay traveller. 


A car rental will be important if you enjoy exploring, as there are so many 
sights and attractions to experience around the Suncoast region. However, there 
is also an excellent transit system if you plan to stay closer to home at the 
Suncoast Resort. The Beach Trolley runs every thirty minutes and will take you 
from one end of the beaches to the other with stops along the way, allowing you 
to enjoy the sights and learn what the beach town sites have to offer. From the 
beaches, the trolley also goes to downtown St. Petersburg, Baywalk and the Pier.

This is also the place for two very fun and very different ways to enjoy some 
ocean cruising. The Pirate Ship and the Sea Rocket both launch from John’s Pass 
and each offers a unique experience on the high seas. 


The Pirate Ship is a fun cruise for all ages and offers games for the kids and 
free beer and wine for the adults, all while dolphin watching with the wind in the 
sails, as you gently float across the ocean. 


At the opposite end of the spectrum, the Sea Rocket travels at more than sixty 
miles per hour for a heart-pounding, adrenaline rush as you traverse the Gulf of 
Mexico. A sunset cruise is available and will afford the opportunity to see the 
horizon from several different vantage points as the sun goes down. 


Travelling north along the beach road a rich reward awaits every explorer at 
Tarpon Springs. With dockside attractions and downtown treasures this small 
waterfront community combines the feel of a Grecian fishing port with historic 
Victorian-era homes in the village. The vintage mansions are hosts to numerous 
antique shops for those who love to find keepsake treasures and the lively Greek

His unforgettable 
art made him a celebrity and established Surrealism—the twentieth century art 
movement—as a worldwide sensation and changed the history of art, film and 
culture forever. This is a great place to spend some time wandering amongst his 
shocking and often controversial artistic creations. 


Just a short thirty-minute drive to the northern end of Tampa brings you to 
the world of Busch Gardens Africa. This combination of African Safari natural 
wildlife and hair-raising amusement rides will take you across exotic terrain or 
climb two-hundred feet high for a view from the sky of all that the park has to 
offer. A leisurely train ride will take a circular route and show you where every 
attraction is located in just over one hour. Alternatively, a thirty-minute jeep 
Serengeti Safari will take you right into the natural habitat of zebras, giraffes,

GBLUR (Gays, Bisexuals, Lesbians at the University of Regina) has existed in 
one form or another for many years. Like many student clubs, it depended on 
the energy of a few dedicated activists and from time to time, disappeared from 
campus life. Finally, in 2005, students voted to support the creation of a perma- 
nent centre for gay, lesbian, bisexual, transgendered and two-spirited students at 
the University of Regina. The GBLUR Centre for Gender and Sexual Diversity 
was born. 


The creation of the Centre has made a big difference. GLBUR board member 
Patrick Button explains that, “A club is more social, a place where you can hang 
with like-minded people. Now, we have a legal and moral obligation to provide 
services to people.” 


The Centre is staffed by an executive director and is open five days a week 
from 10 a.m.to 4 p.m. As a Centre funded by the University of Regina Students’ 
Union, GBLUR has a mandate to serve all students, but their primary focus is to 
act as a voice for queer students and faculty. “Anyone can stop by and pick up 
condoms, or ask for counseling,’ says Button. “But the main purpose of the 
Centre is to provide a safe place for queer students to meet, to study and to 
access the community services they require.” 


In February, the centre will begin offering GLBT2-specific peer counseling. 
Volunteers will be available either in person or by phone to counsel students in 
distress. Button is excited by this development. “We've always wanted to do 
something like this, but we lacked formal training.” GBLUR has contracted the 
Avenue Community Centre in Saskatoon to provide the necessary training to its 
volunteers. 


GLBUR also organizes events, including the famous Divaz at the Owl show, a 
drag show held every spring at the Lazy Owl; and Pride Week at the U of R, held 
during the winter semester. They also host movie screenings from time to time, 
such as the screening of Philadelphia held this past fall on World Aids Day. They 
also have their own volleyball team, the GBLUR Elves. 


The Centre also provides a resource library of both fiction and non-fiction 
literature and DVD movies. Button notes that the library is one of the reasons 
the Centre needs to raise funds. “ People have been very good to us with 
donations, but a lot of the material in our library is stale-dated,” he says. ‘* We 
need fresh material, particularly DVDs that you can’t necessarily find at 
Blockbuster.” 


The Centre has begun working more closely with other organizations than in 
the past. For example, the drama department did a performance of The Laramie 
Project earlier this year followed by a talk-back session held in conjunction with 
URQI (University of Regina Queer Initiative). GBLUR is also working with URQI 
on a new Positive Spaces campaign intended to make the campus a safer space 
for queer people. People receive training in queer issues and then are given an 
“ally” pin to wear. Button says that the pins are intended to be a signal to queer 
people that there are supportive people on campus who understand the issues 
facing queer people and are willing to help. 


GLBUR also has a close working relationship with Generation Queer (GENQ), 
the off-campus group for queer youth that meets regularly at the GLCR 
Community Centre. 


GBLUR has also become more politically active in the last year, thanks in part 
to a closer working relationship with CFAN (the Campus Feminist Action 
Network). One issue that the two groups recently tackled was a television 
commercial for HDTV. In the ad, five guys were watching a game on television and 
one of the teams scored. Two guys jumped up and hugged each other ecstatically 
while the other three looked on disapprovingly. GBLUR wrote letters to both 
SaskTel and to the CRTC, and the ad was quickly changed. 


Another catalyst for GBLUR’s political activity was Bill Whatcott, an anti-gay 
activist who once called for a Heterosexual Family Pride Day in Regina and has 
distributed anti-gay and anti-choice hate literature in Regina for years. Whatcott 
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began distributing literature on campus with two semi-naked men on the cover 
making out, under a headline that asked, “Do you want these people teaching 
your kids?” The literature also claimed that gay men have hundreds of sexual 
partners a year, and that their promiscuity is responsible for the spread of HIV- 
AIDS. GBLUR wrote letters to provincial Learning Minister Deb Higgins calling 
on the government to reaffirm its support for gay teachers, and by hosting educa- 
tional events about HIV-AIDS during World Aids Day. 


GBLUR has also added a section to their website at ursu.uregina.ca/gbl_ur 
where people can report anti-GLBT activity such as a professor making 
homophobic remarks in class, or administrative decisions that discriminate 
against queer students or faculty. 


Button admits that more needs to be done. “People on campus are generally 
supportive, but some students are still very homophobic. We also need to do 
more work on transgender issues. It’s still hard for people who don’t conform 
to gender roles of masculine or feminine. Even simple things would help, like non- 
gender specific bathrooms.” Button suggests that, as the university undertakes 
new capital projects like the new laboratory building, gender-neutral bathroom 
facilities should be incorporated into the design. 


Rural students require particular support. “Lots of students from rural 
backgrounds tell the same story,’ says Button.“They simply couldn’t come out in 
their small town. They didn’t know anyone who was openly gay. Most of them 
waited until they moved to the city and went to university.” 


Button complains that Regina does not have much to offer queer people off 
campus. “There’s the bar, but aside from that, there really isn’t much of a queer 
culture in Regina. We need alternatives to going to the bar all the time. We need 
gay-themed restaurants or movie theatres or queer-positive coffee houses. We 
also need more social groups for people to participate in.” 


Finally, Button says that traditional labels don’t necessarily represent modern 
queer youth. “Some people find labels empowering. But others find them too 
rigid. For a lot of people, sexuality is not necessarily a binary concept. People are 
not necessarily either gay or straight. Queer is the one label that allows people 
to be whatever they want.” W

April | through 8, 2007, Calgary will play host to the first North American 
Outgames—the regional equivalent of the World Outgames, the first of which 
was held in Montréal last summer. The Gay and Lesbian International Sport 
Association (GLISA), the governing body of the Outgames, has granted the bid to 
the newly created Calgary Outgames Legacy (COL) to coordinate.Although each 
event will be independently run by local volunteers and organizations, each 
Outgames has the same basic structure with three core elements: sport, 
culture/celebration, and a human rights conference. Consequently, “Outgames” is 
really composed of three companion events: Outgames, Outfest, and Outrights. 
These latter two components are one of the major distinguishing features of the 
Outgames, compared to the Gay Games, which was also held last summer and 
has a slightly longer history. More importantly, Outfest and Outrights significantly 
expand the intention and interest of the Outgames into something that draws 
more attention and will ultimately have a broader social impact. 


Calgary was chosen to host the first Outgames in part to honour the twenty- 
fifth anniversary of Apollo’s Western Cup (the world’s oldest running multi-sport 
GLBT athletic event!) with which it will be amalgamated this year. Rather than 
trying to coordinate such a massive effort on its own, COL has taken a divide and 
conquer approach, tapping into the expertise that already exists in our commu- 
nity; Apollo will run the sporting component, while Outfest has been delegated 
to the Fairytales Presentation Society and Outrights to AIDS Calgary. 


Culturally, we have much more background for this kind of sporting event in 
Calgary: the Olympics, the Western Cup... but Outfest and Outrights will be 
something unique for our community and require a little more exposition. 


Outfest extends over the entire week of the Outgames and promises to be 
one heck of a party! There are already more than fifty-five events and perform- 
ances planned—that’s an average of seven or eight a day! Fairytales, which is, of 
course, well known for running the Fairytales International Gay and Lesbian Film 
Festival each year, has a long range goal of being known as one of Calgary’s main 
cultural organizations and Outfest is a major stepping stone to achieving that 
goal. Far from sticking to the silver screen, they are pulling together events that 
span the full spectrum of the arts including drama, film, music, visual arts, spoken 
word and even comedy. 


The Epcor Centre came on board early as a sponsor and will act as “Gay 
Central” for the week—Stephen Avenue has been dubbed the “Rainbow Mile” as 
many of the events will be located there or in the vicinity. Proposed performances 
include an organ concert conducted by Jim Picken, Queer Conscience—an 
evening of spoken word hosted by the Calgary Spoken Word Society, and an 
evening with the Calgary Men’s Chorus and guests. Planned performances will 
include local artists and North American award winning artists alike. Gallery 
exhibitions will occur at a variety of venues including the Calgary Art Gallery, the 
Triangle Gallery, and Art Central. That doesn’t even touch on Fairytales’ 
expertise—film, or on theatre...And then there’s the parties: nightly team-hosted 
gatherings, dances and, of course, the Outgames Ceremonies. 


The emphasis of the Outgames is participation rather than just spectatorship. 
Along those lines a major Outfest event will be a Digital Arts Competition, which 
will accept submissions from across North America. A jury will select the best 
art, which will be purchased by Outfest for as much as $5000. Similarly, other 
groups who want to arrange events are encouraged to do so—already several 
youth events are scheduled. The approach guarantees that everyone will find 
something to please. 


Kelly Ernst, one of the Outfest organizers and one of the eight COL board 
members, says that their next big step is sponsorship. Fairytales is committed to 
not going into deficit to run the event, which will rely primarily on ticket sales. 
Their goal is to try and keep the cost of attending all the events of the week 
under $250 dollars. Sponsorship will be a big help in meeting that goal—as will 
volunteers! Outfest is ripe with opportunities to help out and interested individ- 
uals are encouraged to get in contact.All told, about 10,000 people are expected 
to be involved in Outfest. 


Part of Fairytales’ reason for making the event fiscally viable is that the inten- 
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tion is that Outfest launches a yearly event: 
The Gay and Lesbian Cultural Festival. They 
see Outfest as being a key step in promoting 
Calgary as a creative and open city. 


Building on the success of the Outrights 
conference that was part of the Montréal 
Outgames, the Calgary Outrights conference, 
on April 2 and 3, will be similarly structured into themes. 


The first theme, “Creating Social Change”, will discuss how to combat the 
stigma and discrimination that continue to undermine the wellbeing of the GLBT 
community in North America. Questions about what policies and actions not 
only foster immediate change but foster sustainable and continuing change, will 
be explored as well as emphasizing that, in addition to government, business also 
plays an important role enacting social change. 


The second theme, “Essential Rights”, will focus on the fact that sexual orien- 
tation is rarely included in human rights legislation—a particularly apropos theme 
for Alberta, which still does not explicitly include sexual orientation in our legis- 
lation. Important discussions will include how these rights weather changes in the 
political climate, and how stigma and discrimination allow the perpetuation of 
human rights violations and undermine consistent enforcement of the law. 


The third theme, “Health”, will face the discrimination that GLBT communities 
face in terms of access to and provision of health care services, as well as how 
social determinants like homophobia contribute to higher than average rates of 
depression, drug dependence and HIV/AIDS infection. 


Finally, the fourth theme, “Inclusion Within”, takes an introspective look at our 
own communities and how they do or do not recognize our own diversity. 
Factors like age, gender, ethnicity, socio-economic status, able-bodiedness, 
religious affiliation and marital status in some cases continue to be divisive. How 
we can make use of our strengths and diversity to understand what it means to 
be part of a growing, diverse and influential community will be discussed. 


The final product of the Montréal Outrights conference was a document— the 
“Declaration of Montréal”, which was presented and circulated to governments 
and organizations worldwide. Similarly, this year’s conference intends to produce 
the “Calgary Blueprint for Action” which will be a template that can be applied 
to or used by any community within a North American context. 


Susan Cress, the director of AIDS Calgary and another COL board member, 
says that the document will be an interesting challenge to put together because 
of the variety of political climates, laws, and primary issues that communities face 
even just within North America. However, they are committed to putting 
together something that will be a useful tool for grass-roots organizations, 
especially in more rural areas. Susan believes that people are primed to under- 
stand diversity—it’s a matter of giving them the right context and arguments. 
Especially for the corporate world—if they can be made to see the business case 
for [accepting/promoting] diversity, they'll be convinced by the economics. The 
timing of Outrights and its message is serendipitous, coming at the outset of new 
provincial leadership as it does. 


The conference organizers anticipate upwards of 500 participants and have an 
open call for presentation abstracts. Of course, Outrights is also eager to hear 
from interested volunteers. 


The center for Calgary Outgames info is the website: calgary2007.com 
where you will be able to register, volunteer, and find finalized schedules. 


For Calgary, hosting the first North American Outgames is not just an honour, 
but it is an event that will provide the city with unprecedented opportunities for 
growth. This is the view of the Calgary Outgames Legacy—they perceive the 
Outgames not as a one-time event, but the beginning of a process to develop the 
Calgarian commitment to diversity and openness, such that Calgary continues to 
be a leader in Alberta, Canada and the world in the fight for equality and human 


rights. Vv

The Greenroom _ 
with Charlie David 


The streets of New York 
are thick with cinematic 
ghosts, but since 9-1] 
Toronto has become a cost 
effective stand-in for the Big 
Apple, so production in 
New York had well... all but 
disappeared. But with a new 
tax break, business is 
booming and New York film 
hasn't felt this robust in 
&. years. This past year saw the 
production of Short Bus, A 
Guide to Recognizing Your 
Saints, Fur, Infamous, Man 
Push Cart, Little Children, Borat 
and A Four Letter Word. 


| recently caught up with A 
. Four Letter Word’s director 
| Casper Andreas for lunch in 
, Manhattan. 


Outlooks: Your first film 
Slutty Summer caused quite a 
stir at the Festival Circuit. 
How did you come up with the provocative title for the film? 


Andreas: When | originally came up with the idea of the film, the title kind 
of came with it. | waited tables one summer at an outdoor restaurant in 
Manhattan and the waiters were always discussing their love and sex lives. This 
one guy in particular was constantly telling me about his latest conquests and 
one time he actually said the line: “this is gonna be one 


slutty summer” which | had the “Slutty Summer 


character Luke say in the film. | 
shocking, 


Casper Andreas 


thought it was a very catchy title for 
the film but it was definitely up for 
debate. 


Outlooks: Do you think having a provocative title has helped in DVD sales? 


Andreas: |’m not sure.| think the title implies that the film is more of a sexy 
romp than it actually is. The film is really about love, dating, and relationships. Of 
course sex is part of that, but some viewers might be disappointed that there 
isn’t more sex in the film. Then | often hear people saying ‘wow, that was a really 
great film—t didn’t expect that from the title’. So | actually think the title has hurt 
us in some ways—though it did get us a lot of publicity! 


Outlooks: Slutty Summer was shot on DV and your new film A Four Letter Word 
is being shot in HD. What are the major differences between the two formats 
and why have you chosen HD this go around? 


Andreas: The major difference is that HD has a much higher resolution and 
will give you a much better picture. Another major difference is that it’s way 
more expensive. HD was never an option when we shot Slutty Summer, since we 
had no budget for that film, but I’m very excited that | was able to shoot HD this 
time. The picture looks stunning. 


Outlooks: There was a significant budget increase from Slutty Summer to A 
Four Letter Word. Did you find this made a difference in your approach or were 
you still managing the production with a ‘shoe-string’ mentality? 


Andreas: It was really nice to be able to pay more people this time, and that 
the actors didn’t have to run off to their day job in the middle of us shooting a 
scene (which happened sometimes at the Slutty Summer shoot, since | wasn’t 
paying any of the actors). 


For A Four Letter Word we spent a lot of money on the camera package, and 
with a three-week shoot instead of a two-week shoot, costs increased a lot. So 
even though the budget was more than four times the one for Slutty Summer it 
is still an ultra-low budget film. A shooting budget of $80,000 for a feature film 
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coul 
but | don 


really is nothing when you 
think about all the costs 
involved-salaries, locations, 
insurance, equipment rentals, 
catering, wardrobe, props, etc, 
etc. | definitely shot it with a 
shoestring mentality. 


Outlooks: You starred, 
wrote, directed, produced, and 
edited Slutty Summer. What 
were the many challenges of 
wearing so many hats? 


Andreas: I think the biggest 
challenge was money. If we 
had had enough money for me 
to be able to take time out to 
rewind and watch what we 
just shot between the takes, 
things would have been much 
easier. Instead when | was in a 
scene, it was really hard for 
me to know what we actually 
had shot, and | often had to 
just hope that | had gotten what | needed before moving on to the next scene. 
| ended up editing the film, since | didn’t have any money left to hire anyone else, 
and since | wasn’t able to work on it full time that process took forever.

Outlooks: Your first two feature films are romantic comedies. Have you 
found yourself home in this genre or are there others you’d like to try? 


Andreas: | most definitely want to try other genres. The next film I’m 
planning to shoot is a relationship drama. It has a lot of humor in it as well, but 
it’s.more on the dramatic side. That film is also a gay film but I’m interested in 
telling other stories too. | would love to direct a period film. 


Outlooks: A Four Letter Word has several out, gay actors in the leading roles. 
Do you find it beneficial to cast gay to play gay? 


Andreas: | didn’t ask actors if they were gay before | cast them. | just cast 
the actors who did the best job in the auditions and who fit with how | saw the 
characters. However, | definitely feel that 
actors who are gay best understand the 
characters, and I’m very happy that so many 


d be perceived as 
in my cast are open about it. I’m openly gay 


i eo, fat? 
9 think it Is myself and though | understand why some 


choose not too, it’s annoying to me. Especially since 
closeted gay actors sometimes are freaked out about playing gay roles and then 
won't help with publicity because they don’t want to be asked about their 
sexuality. 


Outlooks: There is a certain shock value to your work. Is it intentional, or 
do you think what is socially acceptable in North America is different in Sweden, 
where you grew up? 


Andreas: Of course if one is shocked by two guys kissing or talking about 
gay sex then sure, Slutty Summer could be perceived as shocking, but | don’t think 
it is. It’s just reality the way I’ve seen it. | don’t think A Four Letter Word will be 
very shocking either. But neither film is made for mainstream middle America. 
They are made with a gay audience in mind, so | didn’t see any reason to tiptoe 
around the fact that these guys are having sex and falling in love with other guys. 


Outlooks: What are the challenges of filmmaking in Manhattan? 


Andreas: Manhattan is a great place to shoot! The city of New York is very 
helpful with locations and permits, plus they give you tax breaks. With Slutty 
Summer we didn’t have money for insurance and because of that we couldn't get 
permits, so that film was truly made guerilla style. And | don’t know if we were 
just lucky but we managed to shoot lots of scenes on streets and in parks in 
Manhattan without incident. NYC is also great because there are so many 
creative people living here and | met so many fantastic people who got excited 
about being part of making a movie and helped me out tremendously with every- 
thing from letting me shoot in their apartments, show up to be extras in the film, 
or help out behind the scenes in different ways. 


Outlooks: You've chosen a life in New York as opposed to film-centric Los 
Angeles. Why? 


Andreas: Actually | lived in LA for a few years, pursuing acting. | love many 
things about LA: the beach, the mountains, the weather, and the more relaxed 


lifestyle. However, | was always struggling a lot out there and for whatever reason 
| just seem to be doing better in New York, so I’m glad that | moved back. 


Though | have some great friends who | met in LA, | also met a lot of shady 
people when | lived there. Who you are 
perceived to be seems so much more impor- 
tant than whom you actually are to so many 
people in LA, and | found that a lot of people 
were quite dishonest. | realize that might all aie 
just be part of the “Hollywood game”, but | He 
prefer the realness of New Yorkers. 


Outlooks: What is the biggest issue facing 
the GLBT community today? 


Andreas: Complacency; Gay people taking 
the rights we have for granted and thinking 
there is no way things can be worse again. It 
wasn't long ago that being gay was illegal and in 
many countries it’s still punished with death. 
History has proven that it’s easy to turn good 
people against minority groups as a way to 
gain political advantage. As gay people, it’s our 
responsibility to educate others and fight for 
everybody’s equal rights on a global level. Many 
gay people have died because of their work to get us to where we are today. | 
think we owe it to them to not only enjoy the freedoms we gained, but to 
continue to fight for them. 


Jesse Archer being thrown out: 


Outlooks: While shooting a love scene in A Four Letter Word, you insisted that 
the characters were shown to be having protected sex. How important is it as 
artists and filmmakers to be socially conscious? 


Andreas: | think it’s important for everyone to be socially conscious. 
Everything we do has ramifications on people around us. As a filmmaker, I’m in 
the privileged situation of having my ideas being viewed by many. Having grown 
up in Sweden | was taught about HIV and safe sex in school since the age of 
twelve. | think it’s very disturbing that many gay men are having unprotected sex 
and putting themselves and others at risk. It’s so unnecessary! Slutty Summer is a 
romantic comedy and | didn’t want to bring up HIV in the film, but as | was editing 
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it there was all this talk about how HIV infections are on the rise among gay men. 

So | added a line in the film, having Luke, the sluttiest character, mention 

condoms. It was a small adjustment but it was important for me that people 

know that though my characters might be slutty—they are not having unprotected 
<9 . sex because that is just stupid! 


Outlooks: What’s next for Casper 
Andreas? 
Andreas: Right now I’m working on 


finishing A Four letter Word. Hopefully the film 
will be ready to go to festivals in the spring of 
this year. I’m very excited about it! Shooting 
it was such a joy (and) working with so many 
great actors and a great crew and all the 
footage looks really good so | can’t wait for it 
to be all cut together! Also, I’m developing my 
next film. The script is ready so | just need to 
raise some cash... 


Outlooks: Where can we rent or buy your 
movies? 


Andreas: You will have to wait a bit for A 
Four Letter Word but you can buy Slutty 
Summer at sluttysummer.com, TLA Video, 
Amazon, Barnes and Noble etc. It’s also available to rent at Blockbuster, Rogers 
Video and Netflix. W

Nova Scotia has a long and- 
varied history, and that includes a 
rich queer past. The first perma- 
nent European settlement in 
North America was established 
here in 1606 and when the Order 
«=, Of Good Cheer was set up in 
Port Royal, the law of averages | 
suggests that a goodly percentage 
of that companionship must have ~ 
ee been of the queer variety. In a fort full of men, it is going to take more 
~~ than roast venison and home made beer to keep the spirits up. And long 

» before the Europeans arrived there were the Mi’kmaq and their two- 
spirited members. 


However, all of this is 
conjecture and surmise— 
not documented, verifiable 
same-sex activity. 


We do know, from Robin 
Metcalfe’s. book, Queer 
Looking, Queer Acting, that in 
1752 some soldiers were 
| arrested in Halifax for 
“sodomitical practices” and 
| that it was reported in oe 
local newspaper. And, 

1882 Oscar Wilde visited the port city but whether he found the — 
» _ bootblacks to his taste is unknown. Thus far there have been no secret 
diaries of stable boys detailing what queer life he may have sampled, no 
inns—or stables—boasting that Oscar slept here. 


e To ensure that more recent history does not suffer from the same lack 
& of documentation is the raison d’étre of the Halifax Gay History Project. 

‘In fact, there are several gay history projects, each with its own approach 
and priorities but sharing the same goal: to preserve, document and 
record queer life in Halifax. Traditionally gays and lesbians are drawn to 
larger metropolitan centres where anonymity is possible and where, in 
the larger population base, they may find others like themselves. What 
happens in the capital city reflects activity elsewhere in the province. 


Robin Metcalfe’s book, Queer Looking, Queer Acting, mentioned above, is 
a wonderful source of information on archival materials. A Nova Scotia 
native, Metcalfe is a well-known artist and curator, as well as an early 
activist for gay rights in the province. An ardent collector, his written 
< discussion of ephemera: posters for dances, after hours bar invitations, 
~*» handout sheets for demonstrations, mimeographed news sheets and 
copies of the first gay newspapers, gives a wonderfully vivid picture of the 
day to day (and night to night) gay life from the 1970s and 80s. 


Chris Aucoin, another prominent member of the queer community, has 
b spent considerable time and effort, gathering and recording items and 
» events of note in Halifax. In 2003, he published a souvenir history 
magazine in which he placed in context local events and gay rights’ 
“, progress with the achievements of the international queer community. 


An online encylopedia of queer life is found at http://gay.hfxns.org. 
___ Based on the work of writers such as Metcalfe and Aucoin, the constantly 
* evolving Gay History Project began in 2001. Dan Mackay, one of the 
= mainstays of the project, explains that it initially was begun as a “bulletin 
* _ board for the local gay community. | got involved by contributing content 
and running a backup system so that the content could never get lost.” 
There is already considerable content but more is needed. MacKay’s goal 
= is to have a page for “every person, place, thing and event of significance 
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to the rainbow community in Halifax, ever. I'd love to include the matei 
documenting Citadel Hill as a cruising area two hundred years ago. An 
love the way [that] when something happens in our community 
documented that day. [W]e have a fairly well written page on every drag 
personality in the city. For example, if there’s a contest that ends at 2: 
a.m., by 4:00 a.m. the encyclopedia’s been updated with the new tit 
nolcere The level of enthusiastic support from. municipal and provinciz 
governments has been very refreshing and we're looking forward 
turning some of that enthusiasm into grants for writers.” 


The wiki format of the Halifax Gay History Project makes it incredibl 
user friendly and the opening page has a section Tips For Contribu 
MacKay explains: “Every page has an ‘Edit this page’ button at the botton 
We have a small team of people interested in taking care of the cor 
and making sure that all changes are intentional and contribute positively 
to the work as a whole. [l]t is impossible for a web user to permanentt 
delete content, and if someone messes up an article, they or one of 
caretakers can, with a few clicks, restore ee orate! or merge the origi 
and new content.” 


There are historians who bring their expertise for documenting 2 
verifying fact and events, but one of the most important aspects of th 
project is the anecdotal contribution of individuals who share thei 
memories and thoughts on the past. Reg Giles’ Peanut Butter And Jel 
Sandwich is a perfect example. Giles describes his initial reluctance t 
revisit a past that was not always rainbow 
bright. “Finding myself crying at times for 
days ... it became a source of healing for 
me. After | was diagnosed HIV+ | found # 
myself being mad at the world including me 
but the more | wrote, life became easier. 3 
My main focus was going to be about the 
Turret Club and as time went on the story 
expanded to include The Heidelberg 
Lounge, cruising and a whole array of & 
aspects of the Gay Community of the 
time.” 


MacKay, who often encouraged Giles, 
describes it as “vignettes of life in the 
eighties, populated by the queer folk of the 
community at the time, set in their demesnes—cruising areas, th 
community-owned bar, and other hangouts—and richly illustrated 
photographs that he and friends took.” 


Getting writers to contribute remains the biggest challenge for 
project. “Some people are quite modest and do not want to help wi 
biographical material about themselves; many people who like to write, © 
prefer to write fiction; getting women involved has been a major challenge 
and finally and most surprisingly to me, some people who were gay rights 
activists in the 1970s, have gone back into the closet!” 


The focus on the past does not preclude interest in the preser 
MacKay says, “Probably the single biggest use of the encyclopedia is b 
people “from away” checking out how vibrant the Halifax community i 
how much is going on here, and what resources are available.” 


From the scholarly to the scurrilous, the tourist to the sociologist, the _ 
Gay History Project has something to offer everyone. As Giles says, “if 
you have been around for one day or fifty years, one becomes part of 
history.” 


Henry Ford was wrong: History is not bunk. Both individually an 
collectively, we need to note our achievements, to celebrate the quee 
men and women who protested, danced, cruised, married (finally!), live 
and died. In recording their thoughts, anger, laughter, love and joy, we are 
claiming a place for ourselves. W
